Election/Restrictions 



This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

A. Figs. 1 and 2, drawn to a suspension with a rotary arm, an eccentric 
connection and a torsion spring. 

B. Figs. 3 and 6, drawn to a suspension with a rotary, and eccentric 
connection and a lever/coil spring arrangement. 

C. Fig. 4, drawn to a suspension with two rotary arms, eccentric connections 
and a U-shaped torsion spring. 

D. Fig. 5, drawn to a suspension with a rotary ann, an eccentric and a torsion 
sphng and having a side connection of the arm to the spring. 

E. Fig. 7, drawn to a suspension with a leaf spring and eccentric connection.
